After his trip to the Holy Land and his visit to Bethlehem, 
Saint Francis of Assisi had a special devotion to the feast of 
Christmas. In the year 1223, Francis himself celebrated Christmas 
in a way which the world had never seen before. In Greccio he 
had a friend and well-wisher who had given him and his Brothers 
a wood-grown cliff above the city. Francis told the benefactor, 
“I want to celebrate the holy Christmas night along with thee, 
and now listen how I have thought it out for myself. In the 
woods by the cloister thou wilt find a cave, and there thou mayest 
arrange a manger filled with hay. There must also be an ox and 
an ass, just as in Bethlehem. I want for once to celebrate seriously 
the coming of the Son of God upon earth and to see with my 
own eyes how poor and miserable He wished to be for our sakes.” 

His friend attended to all Francis’ wishes, and at midnight 
of Christmas Eve the Brothers came together to celebrate the 
festival of Christmas. All carried lighted torches and stood around 
the manger with their candles, so that it was as light as day under 
the dark vaulting of the rocks. Mass was said with the manger 
as altar, so that the Divine Child under the forms of bread and 
wine should Himself come to the place, as bodily and discemibly 
as He had been in the stable of Bethlehem. 

For a moment it seemed to Francis’ friends that he saw the 
real Child lying in the manger, but looking as if it were dead or 
asleep. Then Brother Francis stepped forward and took it long¬ 
ingly in his arms and the Child smiled at the Poverello, and with 
its little hands stroked his bearded chin and his course habit. 

Yet this vision did not astonish Francis’ friends. For Jesus 
had been dead or asleep in the hearts these many years, until 
Brother Francis had by his voice and his example restored the 
Divine Child to life in the world. 

As the gospel was sung, Francis stepped forward in his 
deacon’s vestments. Deeply sighing, overcome with the fullness 
of his devotion, his ringing voice invited all to seek the highest 
good. 

The night watch ended late and everyone went with joy to his 
home. They had just prayed before the first CHRISTMAS CRIB.

Guidance Program 
Builds Whole Man 


Since last September, all of the students at Bishop Ford have been 
participating in the guidance program. For most of the students, group 
guidance was a subject which was new to them. In addition to its “newness” 
it was also different from most of the other subjects they had taken in that 
it did not deal largely with information or techniques or formulas, but rather 
with evaluation, attitudes, and social and personal relationships. 

Why are guidance services being offered to the students at Bishop Ford? 
Guidance services are necessary if the school is to carry out the church's 
mandate to educate the “whole man.” 

Education, which, in the past was adequate, is no longer satisfactory 
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in our rapidly changing and complex 
world. The school manifests its at¬ 
tempt to fulfill its obligation regarding 
complete education, by using every 
means at its disposal to achieve its 
objective. All the physical properties 
and facilities within the school are 
gathered and maintained to aid in the 
educational venture. Guidance serv¬ 
ices are necessary to develop the po¬ 
tentialities of each student, to provide 
him with a broad background of 
knowledge as he is able to assimilate, 
and to help the immature become ma¬ 
ture, self-sufficient members of society. 
Instruction is, of course, the main 
task of a school. Guidance services 
make the instruction most effective. 

Guidance is an aspect of Catholic 
educational philosophy which seeks to 
help the student find himself in the 
social order and to cooperate with 
Divine Grace in following the teach¬ 
ings of Christ.

WHAT JOHNNY READS 

A NATION OF SHEEP by 
William J. Lederer; Norton edition 
published March 1961; Crest edition 
published July 1962; 192 pages. 

This book is, in brief, a conserva¬ 
tive minded expose of blunders in the 
United States foreign affairs. 

One of the interesting points which 
Mr. Lederer makes concerns financial 
military assistance in foreign aid. For 
example, he cites that in dollars and 
cents it costs more to support one Lao 
soldier than any one other allied 
nation receives in monetary assist¬ 
ance. 

After spending six years as special 
assistant to the Commander of the 
U. S. military forces in the Pacific, 
Lederer does write as one having 
authority. He devotes the first five 
chapters of his book dramatizing the 
short-sightedness of the Congressional 
law-makers. He cites numerous ex¬ 
amples of wasteful spendings by our 
government which the reader must 
consider rash if not diabolical. 

Lederer does not content himself 
with merely the exposure of these 
facts but in two chapters, he applies 
what this critic considers sound rem¬ 
edy and practical measures. 


Brother Matthias began the pro¬ 
gram with a brief explanation of the 
meaning of guidance and its great 
need in the life of the teen. He also 
enumerated the facilities for personal 
and group guidance which are func¬ 
tioning for the Bishop Ford student. 

Then Brother Timothy addressed 
the parents. He began with an of¬ 
ficial declaration of the aims of a 
Franciscan education which would be 
utilized in the presentation of each 
course of study and activity to be 
offered. He stressed that for the forma¬ 
tion of a Ford student dual respon¬ 
sibility must be accepted by the 
school and the parent. Setting a 
Christian example in the home, 
Brother continued, had to be the 
basis upon which the foundations of 
any Franciscan teaching at Ford must 
be laid. 

Failure Shared at Home 

Gloomily, Brother Timothy labeled 
a Ford education as a failure if a 
student were to emerge from his 
training not interested primarily in 
his pursuit for things eternal. But he 
forcefully continued that the school 
would not accept the failure alone. 
The parents would equally share the 
shame. 

Upon completion of his outline of 
spiritual objectives, he detailed the 
educational, physical and cultural 
programs which are being offered at 
Ford. Brother demonstrated how each 
of these areas were required in the 
fulfillment of the education of the 
“Whole Man.” 

The Long Climb 

Next the parents climbed to 
Loughlin’s top floor and eased into 
the students' desks. Each teacher of 
that particular class then gave a de¬ 
scription of the course of study which 
he presented during his period of a 
ten minute duration. 

The third phase convened in the 
auditorium for personal faculty-par¬ 
ent interviews. These concluded by 
five thirty p.m. 

Reaction was favorable as both 
parent and teacher expressed satis¬ 
faction at the mutually operative and 
frank meeting.
